WHAT CAN THE PEOPLE SAY? 


WE print elsewhere a digest of the indict- 
ment of book paper manufacturers and deal- 
ers embodied in the long delayed final report 
presented to the Senate last Tuesday by the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

For over two years the publishing world has 
faced a problem of unprecedented difficulty— 
the tremendous and constantly increasing rise 
in the cost of the fundamental raw material, 
paper, upon which they are absolutely depen- 
dent. A few publishers have managed to 
maintain their normal earnings; most, by dint 
of all sorts of enforced economies and such 
minor increases of price as they could in turn 
pass on to advertisers or subscribers, have 
managed so far to survive the storm; scores 
and hundreds have been crushed into bank- 
ruptcy. 

For it must be remembered that paper is, 
with most publishers, the largest single item 
of expense. It must also be remembered that 
they have suffered, as well, all the other sorts 
of increased cost that other manufacturers 
have had to face: labor, engraving, taxation, 
binding,. office expense, etc. And it is a fact, 
all popular impressions to the contrary not- 
withstanding, that the margin of financial re- 
turn to the brains and capital invested in the 
publishing business has probably always been 
the lowest of that in any one of our major 
industries. Men are publishers primarily be- 
cause they love the work. 

It can be appreciated how serious a matter 
then was a rise in paper costs which in many 
cases has amounted to over 100 per cent. To 
cite one case with which we happen to be 
personally familiar—a minor but typical one— 
the increase in the cost of just one of six 
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kinds of paper regularly used by this publisher 
amounted to more than his total modest aver- 
age annual profits. For most publishers, in 
short, whether of books, newspapers or period- 
icals, the last two years have been made by 
the paper problem anxious and 
ones. 

On the whole, it may be said, we think, 
that the publishing world has faced this crisis 
patiently and uncomplainingly. It has ac- 
cepted without question the explanations 
accorded it by its paper makers and dealers. 
For, when you have had friendly business deal- 
ings with a man perhaps for thirty or forty 
years, it is difficu!t to doubt his honesty. If the 
paper manufacturer claimed to be himself be- 
tween the upper and nether millstones, claimed 
shortage of pulp, increased labor costs and 
any one of a dozen other explanations that 
were advanced, he was, generally speaking, 
believed: the publisher buckled his belt a 
bit tighter, blamed the war and accepted an- 
other cent or half cent rise in his paper. 

3ut of late we have been hearing tales of 
the fabulous profits of certain paper makers. 
of mills paid for out of single year’s earnings, 
of New York paper jobbers and salesmen 
whose last year’s commissions far outshone 
the gross earnings of the houses they sold to, 
of suits of minority stockholders purporting 
to seek the cutting of certain well-ripened 
melons, and even reports of proposed govern- 
mental anti-trust activity. 

Now comes this report of the Federal Trade 
Commission which apparently corroborates 
every previously unvoiced suspicion. Prices, 
we are told, have increased, on m. f. papers, an 
average of 85 per cent., on other book and 
periodical papers 65 per cent. But paper mill 
profits last year averaged no less than 21 per 
cent; and in its conclusion the Commission 
calls both increases and profits “excessive and 
not justified either by the increase in cost or 
by changes in conditions of supply and de- 
mand.” And it devotes some space to point- 
ing out, for appropriate legal action, that the 
concerted increases in price of which it com- 
plains seem largely the result of the activities 
of the central association of paper manu- 
facturers, thru whose “bureau of statistics” 
information of price movements between firms 
was so interchanged that prices “were ad- 
vanced simultaneously without fear of com- 
petition.” 

In. other words, to call things by their plain 
names, the Federal Trade Commission asserts 


profitless 
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from its investigation that for two years the 
publishing business of the United States has 
been systematically and whole - heartedly 
“gouged” by an apparently rather conscience- 
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less combination of paper manufacturers, job- 


bers and dealers. It seems to us that some 
sort of explanation is due the publishing trade. 
li the Federal Trade Commission is wrong no 
one is more anxious than the publishers to 
know it; it may be wrong: we should cer- 
tainly like to know. 





Tue Federal Trade Commission, in its paper 
trade repert, makes one recommendation that 
has more general implication, and the impor- 
tance of which, for both good and ill, can 
hardly be overestimated. It proposes that all 
“trade associations” be made, by enactment of 
Congress, subject to regulation, regulations 
presumably formulated by the Federal Trade 
Commission. The Commission states that the 
present and similar investigations have shown 
it that “trade associations, altho nominally 
organized for legitimate purposes and often 
engaged in helpful activities which serve a 
useful purpose, nevertheless indulge frequently 
in practices which tend to destroy competition 
and defeat the objects of the Sherman law.” 
The American Booksellers Association would, 
of course, come within the purview of such 
regulation, altho, fortunately, it has no abuses 
of the sort cited to correct, or borderline prac- 
tices to amend. As another symptom of the 
“commission - itis,” or “business - regulation 
fever” with which our government seems to be 


at present suffering the legislation proposed 
seems to us, however, to be deplored. 





WE were interested to receive a prompt fol- 
low-up of our editorial last week in the form 
of a letter from Henry Holt & Company, stat- 
ing that they are offering to supply printed 
postal cards, at fifty cents a hundred, to all 
booksellers desiring to try a little exploitation 
of “Understood Betsy” by this means.

E COMMISSION RE- 

PORTS PAPER MANUFACTURERS AND 

DEALERS ARE MAKING UNREASON- 
ABLE PROFITS 


Fitinc with the Senate last Tuesday a fina! 
report on its investigation into the cost oi 
making book paper, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission renewed its suggestion that as a war 
measure Congress delegate the authority tw 
regulate all paper mills and distribute their 
products. 

in addition, the Commissicn recommended 
as a permanent proposition that all trade asso- 
ciations be subjected to Federal regulation. 
The recommendation on this point read as 
follows : 

“The Commission also desires to call atten- 
tion of the Congress to the necessity for en- 
actment of legislation regulating the activities 
of trade associations. The print paper and 
other investigations of the Commission show 
that trade associations, altho originally organ- 
ized for legitimate purposes and often engaged 
in helpful activities which serve a_useiul 
purpose, nevertheless some of them indulge 
frequently in practices which tend to destroy 
competition and defeat the objects of the 
Sherman law. 

“The Commission’s print paper investiga- 
tions show that the activities of the trade 
associations connected with the newsprint and 
book paper industries have contributed to the 
rise in price of these commodities and that 
the effective regulation and supervision 0! 
such activities by some governmental agency 
would tend to restore healthy competition in 
these industries and thereby to reduce prices 
to a more normal basis.” 

In 1916, the report of the Commission states, 
there were approximately forty companies 
operating seventy mills, the bulk of whose out- 
put was book paper, and a number of other 
mills which manufactured some book paper 10 
addition to various other grades. The output 
of the principal book paper mills in 1916, prob- 
ably aggregated more than 1,000,000 tons, 
valued at $87,000,000. During 1916 the prices 
of different grades of book paper showed large 
increases over 1915 prices. Contracts made by 
twenty-three manufacturers in the last half of 
1916 averaged 85 per cent higher for machine 
finish, 66 per cent higher for super calendered, 
and 65 per cent higher for coated book paper 
than in 1915. The percentage of increase 1n 
cyrrent prices, except on coated paper, for 
sales to publishers in several large centers 
was even higher. _r. 

The average profits per ton of the principal 
heok paper mills were said to have increased 
about 100 per cent in 1916 as compared with 
1915. Some mills showed excessively large 
profits in 1916; profits of others were only 
moderate. 

The Commission secured the book invest- 
ment of twenty-one companies operating 39 
mills. On the basis of the book investment, 
which was found to be fairly representative 
of the cost of investment, the average profit 
of these companies on all their operations was 
8.7 per cent in I9I5 and 21.5 per cent in 
1916. 
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Jobbers generally who handled a ciniilidie 
able proportion of domestic book paper ob- 
tained a larger margin of profit in 1916 than 
in 1915, according to the report. The Com- 
mission found that book paper manufactur- 
ers, especially those belonging to their bu- 
reau of statistics, have kept one another in- 
formed of market conditions, prices, etc., so 
that prices were advanced simultaneously 
without fear of competition. While ostensibly 
the duties of the secretary of their bureau 
of statistics have been to compile and dis- 
tribute certain statistical information, his 
principal efforts were said to appear to have 
been devoted to encouraging members to in- 
crease their prices. 

The Commission concluded that the advance 
in prices of book paper in 1916 was excessive 
and not justified either by the increase in cost 
or by changes in conditions to supply and de- 
mand. The advance was brought about in 
part by activities of members and the secre- 


tary of their bureau of statistics, it was 
declared. 
SOME FURTHER MATERIAL FROM 


THE PHILADELPHIA BOOK- 
SELLERS’ SCHOOL 

LAST spring we took occasion to show just 
what the Philadelphia Booksellers’ School was 
doing in educating would-be booksellers by 
reprinting a dozen or more of the tests and 
lists used in the work of the school. Miss 
Graham, to whom credit for the fine pioneer 
work done by the school is chiefly due, has 
since supplied us with copies of further biblio- 
graphical lists and syllabi. 

The basis of the work in general bibliog- 
raphy is a series of mimeographed outlines, 
in Dewey Decimal Classification order, of 
which the following sample of a portion of 
the “soos,” Science, is typical. Each student, 
armed with a copy of this sheet, has the 
entire list gone over for him in class, ap- 
proximately one Dewey main class to a 
session. The students then go to the school 


library where the actual books listed are 
handled and discussed again.
